We understand from 
some of our tobacco dealers in this city, 
that the same difBanlty exists in this 
county; and that buyers have adopted 
the same line o! policy in receiving the 
crop. The Sentinel says: 


Most of tbe growers in this country 


have got through stripping their tobacco, i 
and of course all are annous to deliver 
as soon as possible, But tke buyers flat- 
ly refuse to receive it, claiming that it is 
not as contracted for, "in merchantable 
condition,"-m consequence of the stems 
not being dried'but 'We hear of one de- 
livery where the grower allowed 10 per 
cent for shrinkage; and we understand 
that buyers will not receive without 
growers allow that amount of shrinkage. 
Tho fact is, that most of the tobacco ID 
this section has been taken dawn too 
soon, and it will take about six weeks for 
the stems to dry out ao that buyers will 
receive it; and during that time the hold- 
ers should bo very aareful not to pile the 
bundles more-than two tiers high, as 
there is danger of its becoming injured 
by heating.
